We see the byegone actor bent down 
from his pride of place, creeping about, perhaps impoverished, 
feeble, dejected, solitary, lost: The past remains to him a 
panglike dream! Stripped at once ‘of all his greatness, he 
wanders about like one walking in his sleep, seeing others usurp 
his throne in the public heart, or, not daring to abide the misery 
of such usurpation, straying solitary to some distant spot, and 
there, far from the storm of applause, and the deafening shouts 
of the multitude, wasting away his melancholy days. He is 
Lear turned out by his pelican children, from pomp to poverty.
